".Beginning yesterday" says Judge Hadley 
"\ve propose to exercise more caution in 
the disposition of persons la for the first 
offense of drunkenness. 
Heretofore it 


has been cua*oraary to release any drunk 
whose first offense it is within a year and 
apalnst whom the officer has made no 
complaint.

A big bla/c occurred in the Eagle foun- 


dry of Ayercity at one o'clock this inorn- 
ing, which caused the destruction of the 
entire plant. 


The foundry, which is the property of 


Lundstroui & Sinitli, is .situated on the 
tracks of the Old Colony road just beyond 
Plain street, and the buildings burned 
wero three in number of wood and two 
stories high, covering a large area. 
A 


small brass foundry and an office were 
saved. 
gjjjgj 


John Maher, an engineer at the Con- 


sumers' brewery, was at work this morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock when ,he saw the blaze 
through the roof of the foundry near the 
chimney. He telephoned to the lire sta- 
tion. Just before .that Officer Hogan had 
seen it and given the alarm at tiie Gorhuin 
street fire.house. 
Maher also pulled in 


an alarm from box 134. 


When the fireman arrived the several 


buildings were doomed - and the flames 
illuminated the heavens for miles around. 


There was but little damage to the sur- 


rounding property as the foundry was sit- 
uated amid railroad tracks and a high 
gravel bank. 
The light of the names 


saved the Bremen much bother enabling 
them to make their way over the loose 
piles of scrap Iron which surrounded the 
building. 


The main building was perhaps 150 


feet long and contained the moulding and 
machine shop. 


In the rear were two other buildings, 


connected with Id, containing the patterns, 
the ovens and other departments. 


The nre spread very rapidly and the 


buildings burned like tinder. 


As the flames gradually reduced to 


nothing this fine plant its owners were far 
away at sea sailing home to Sweden. They 
are Peter LundsLrom and \V. "W. Smith 
and they arranged to go to Sweden one 
month agb but were obliged to postpone 
their trip until last Monday. Their-super- 
intendRnt, Henry Packard was at his 
home in|LakevieWj;_wlien the Lnre£broke 
out. 


Tbe buildings were, not very valuable 


but there were costly patterns and ma- 
chinery destroyed. 
• The firm made castings and did general 
foundry work. It employed between 30 
and 40 men. Two additions have .been 
built since winter and in the spring more 
changes were made. 


The nre may Lave started 
from hot 


metal left in the chimney. There is no 
watchman as one is not required. 


The firemen remained about two hours 


at the buildings.

St. Louis, June 12.—The national He- 


publican committee decided last night 
to proceed to the selection of temporary 
officers for the national convention. In- 
cluding, chairman, at 2 o'clock on Sait- 
urdav. The motion was made by Mr. 
Payne of "Wisconsin, who first named 
10 o'clock today as the hour. Ex-Sena- 
tor Carey of "Wyoming objected to this 
time, on the ground that there had been 
no opportunity afforded to the commit- 
tee to'canvass the question, and that 
there was no occasion for haste. 


It has been practically decided by a 


meeting o£ the convention that 
Hon. 


Charles W. Fairbanks shall be given the 
r.lace of temporary chairman, and :i 
telegram has been sent him, notifying 
him of the probability of his selection. 
It has also been suggested to Mr. Fair- 
banks "that he deal almost exclusively 
with the. financial qnestlon in his open- 
Ing speech." It is understood that he will 
acquiesce In this suggestion, and that he 
will take a strong position for an un- 
equivocal declaration for the preserva- 
tion of the present financial standard. 
There . Is now strong probability that 
Senator Thurston will be permanent 
chairman. 


Mr. Manley, who on Wednesday con- 


ceded the nomination of McKInley, yes- 
terday gave out the following state- 
ment: 


"The action of the national committee 


at their meeting of yesterday, showing 
clearly their Intention of placing on the 
temporary roll delegates favorable to 
Governor McKInley, which Mn the end 
would mean 160 additional votes, caused 
me to make the statement that I did. 
I am as earnestly for Mr. Heed as ever, 
and am with his friends, doing every-' 
thing possible to br.ing about his nomina- 
tion, and I urge upon his supporters 
throughout the country to make still 
sreater efforts In his behalf."

" Ex-Senator Platt of Xew Tork and 
Chairman Hackett of the New Tork Re- 
publican state committee, arrived in St.

Platt's arrival has been 
anxiously awaited on account of tlie 
manner in which the southern contests 
have been going, and especially on ac- 
count of the statement of Manley. To 
his friends he expressed the greatest 
surprise that such a statement should 
have been made by Mr. Manley at this 
time. 
Mr. Platt announced, however, 


that the fight would be carried on against 
the nomination- of McKInley Just as if 
no statement bad been made by Reed's 
manager that the Ohio man would be 
nominated on the first ballot 


Mr. Platt spent the evening receiving 


his friends and setting information as 
to the action of the committee In various 
contest cases. He declined to discuss 
the situation for publication, but with 
his friends he talked it over, and some 
of his opinions ivere heard. Platt said 
that the ftgbt was not over by any 
means; the national committee was not 
the convention by a large majority, and 
the action of the committee might be 
reversed by the committee on creden- 
tials. It was learned that Platt Is expc- 
cially Interested In contested cases in 
New Tork. 
There are eight contests 


from that state. 
Six of these, Platt 


says, have no ground whatever for con- 
testing delegates, who are for Morton. 
In one district he says-that there Is 
such a condition of affairs that the con- 
test Is reasonable. It is understood that 
Platt assured some .of the men who saw 
him that' If 
the national committee 


should seat the contestants in the Sixth 
district, where he says the contests are 
groundless, the indignation In New York 
would be beyond control, and tbe Ke- 
publlcan pajity of the state would be 
seriously affected. 


General Henderson and General Dodge 


of Iowa, managers for Senator Allison, 
arrived last night, and also expressed 
surprise that Manley had given up the 
fight. There was a rumor that Platt's 
arrival had stiffened up the opposition 
to further efforts'agalnst McKInley, but 
those who have been on the ground for 
the last two or three days say they could 
not see It In that light/. 


There are hundreds of forms of finan- 


cial planks for the Republican national 
platform at the McKInley headquarters 
here, and in the hands of McKlnley's 
friends, who will largely determine what 
the platform shall be. More than a week 
ago there was sent out to the papers 
various forms of a. financial plank, and 
Intimations made that It was a form of 
declaration which, was wanted. This was 
done for the purpose of securing views 
and financial Blanks fr«m all sections, 
and from people Interested in the char- 
acter of the financial resolution. 


The result has been as anticipated, and 


platforms have" been coming in by letter 
and telegraph from every part -of the 
country. The HcKinley managers have 
not only beeh able to obtain forms, of 
financial planks, but they have also been 
able to secure the views of men aU-'over 
the country, whose opinions are worth 
having.

"The regular annual appropriations,

Excluding the river and harbor 
tict passed at this session, the resrulnr 
annual bills as pasned by the house ar- 
liroprlated only ^373,505,082.25, or mora 
than 510.000,000' less than was appropri- 
ated by the last ".Democratic congress." 


Mr. Cannon criticises the treasury de- 


partment because It has expended 57,377,-

But, after 
all, persons engaging In the perilous 
business of revolution making must ex- 
pect to pay v.'hen they lose. It might 
have • been more prudent to fix ths 
penalty at a lower sum, and attach 
greater consideration to the pecuniary 
circumstances of some oC the offenders.! 
On the whole, however, President Krugei 
has let off the 'little dogs' cheaply.. 


"The punishment Ls substantial, but H 


cannot be pronounced vindictive, or 
even excessive. ,The release of the re- 
formers ought to mark a distinct step 
forward In the reconciliation of the tivo 
races. Time will be needed to assuage 
the passions n.nd prejudices aroused, but 
unless they are kept alive by continued 
provocations, they will subside ere long.

FOUNDRY_ ABLAZE 


The Eagle Plant at Ayer City 


Destroyed, 


BEISK BLAZE CAUSED BY HOT 


METAL 


Both 
Proprietors 
Are 


Visit Sweden. 


to 


A big blazo occurred in the Eagle foun- 


dry of Ayorcity at one o'cloclcthis morn- 
ing, which caused «ihc destruction of the 
entire plant. 


Tho foundry, "which is the property of 


Lundstrom & Smith, is situated on the 
tracks of the Old Colony road just beyouil 
Plain street, and tho buildings burned 
were three in uiimber of wood and two 
stories high, covering a largo area. 
A 


small brass foundry and an ofhcb were 
saved. 


John iMaher, an engineer at the Con- 


sumers' brewery, was at work this morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock when he saw the blaze 
through the roof of the foundry near the 
cbimuey. He telephoned to the fire sta- 
tion. Just before that Officer HoRun had 
seen it and given the alarm at the Gorham 
atreet fire house. Maher also pulled in 
an alarm from box 134. 


When the llremen arrived thn several 


buildings were doomed and the flames 
illuminated the heavens for miles around. 


There was hut little damage to the sur- 


rounding property as the foundry was sit- 
uated amid railroad tracks and a high 
gravel hank. 
The light of the flames 


saved the firemen much bother enabling 
them to make their way over the loose 
piles of scrap iron which surrounded the 
building. 


The main building was perhaps 150 


feet loug and contained the moulding and 
machine shop. 


In the rear were two other buildings, 


connected with it, containing the patterns, 
the ovens and other departments. 


The fire spread very rapidly and the 


buildings burned like tinder. 


As the flames gradually reduced to 


nothing this tine plant its owners were far 
away at sea sailing home to Sweden. They 
are Poter Lundstrom and 'W. "W. Smith 
and they arranged to go to Sweden one 
month ago but were obliged to .postpone 
their trip until last Monday. Their super- 
intendent. Henry Packard was at his 
home in Lakeview when the fire Jbroke 
out. 


Tho buildings were not very valuable 


but there were costly patterns and ma- 
chinery destroyed. 


The firm made castings and did general 


foundry work. It employed between 30 
and 40 men. Two additions have- been 
built since' winter and in the spring more 
changes were made. 


The fire may have started from hot 


metal Itft in the chimney. There is no. 
watchman as one is-not required. 


The fireman remained ahouc two hours

Plait's arrival has been 
anxiously awaited on account ot the 
manner In which the southern contests 
have been going, and.especially on ac- 
count of the statement of Manley. To 
his friends he expressed the greatest 
surprise that such a statement should 
have been made by Mr. Manley at.this 
time. 
Mr. Platt announced, however,

Appropriated This Session, 


FIGURES FROM T\?0 COCTQRESS- 


ES NOW COMPARED 


Presented by Congressman 


Cannon and Sayers. 


Washington,'June 12.—Chairman J. G. 


Cannon of the house appropriations com- 
mittee, and ex-Chairman J. D. Sayers, 
yesterday made public a Joint s^tate- 
ment concerning the expenditures au- 
thorized by this congress, discussing 
them from the Republican'and Dem- 
ocratic standpoints, respectively. Tha 
total of appropriations for the session, 
Including permanent annual appropria- 
tions, la $515,759,820.49. Mr. Ca.nnon'3 
statement begins: "The appropriations 
charged to this session Include $119,- 
154,100 under permanent laws, of which 
amount 550,000,000 13 for sinking fund, 
Jb'0,000,000 for interest on the public debt, 
or 53,355,614.40 more than was Included 
at the last session of congress Jn tha 
statements of appropriations, and Is 
owing to the Increase f t 1162,315,400 in 
the bonded lndebtedneas:of the country 
by the present administration, up to 
February, 1895, the interest and sinking 
fund charge, owing to the later bond Is- 
sue of }100,000,000 In February, 1896, 
amounting to fi,400,000, not being In- 
cluded In the estimates of permanent 
appropriations. 


"The Increase In the principal ot tha 


Interest-bearing debt o£ the. country, 
under 
the 
present -administration, 


amounts to J262,315,400, which entails an 
annual Interest charge of 511,492,616, and 
to meet the ..sinking fund obligations 
the further sum of J2,623,154. During tha 
administration of Mr. Harrison, the prin- 
cipal of the Interest-bearing debt waa 
reduced {258,182,000, and the annual In- 
terest charge $10,327,716." 


"The regular annual bills," says Mr. 


Cannon, 
"Including 
deficiencies, as 


passed by the house, made a reduction 
In the estimates submitted,£y the execu- 
tive of 526,083,191.67; they ware Increased 
by the senate $22,920,442.30, and as they 
became laws they appropriated $10,636,- 
6Ii,06 less than as passed by the sen- 
ate, • 512,283,818.24 more than as- they 
passed the house, and (13,374,373.43 lesa 
than the estimated requirements of tho 
administration. 


"The regular annual appropriations, 


including deflcienoies, made" at-the last 
session of congress, amounted to S383.- 
036,896.37, and Included no river and har- 
bor bill. • Excluding the river and harbor 
act passed at this session, the regular 
annual bills as passed by the house ap- 
propriated" only 5373,505,082.25, or moro 
than 510,000,OOff less than was appropri- 
ated by the last Democratic, congress." 


Mr. Cannon criticises the treasury de- 


partment because it has expended $7,377,- 
440 for the present year In collecting the 
revenue from customs estimated at $165, - 
000,000; whereas for the fiscal year 1SD2, 
under President Harrison's administra- 
tion, there was collected under the Mc- 
Kinley tariff act $177,462,000 of customs 
revenue at a total cost'of only 56,607,517. 


The bills establishing salaries instead 


o£ fee systems for officers of United 
States courts, he says, will save 11,000,- 
000 annually, and minimize frivolous and 
malicious prosecutions, and special at- 
tention is called to the fact that congress 
made no increases of salaries or em- 
ployes In the government.departments.

It mlsht 
have been more prudent to fix the 
penalty at a lower sum, and attach 
greater consideration to the pecuniary 
circumstances of some of the offenders. I 
On the whole, however, President KrugeJ 
has let off the 'little clot's' cheaply. 


"The punishment Is substantial, but II 


cannot be pronounced vindictive, or 
even excessive. 
The release of the re- 


formers ought to mark a distinct step 
forward In the reconciliation of the two 
races. Time will be needed to assuago 
the passions and prejudices aroused, but 
unless they are kept alive by continued 
provocations, they will subside ere long-, 
We a.re too busy and practical a race to 
nurse a grudge, unless the wrongs which 
caused It remain unredressed." 
The 


article concludes with a tribute to Presi- 
dent Kruger for acting up to the spirit 
of friendly assurances he gave to the 
British authorities, and urgres the re- 
dress of the grievances.of the UIHa.nd- 
ers, saying: "The president has begun 
well. We hope, in the Interest of his own 
countrymen, as well as that of our own, 
that he will not weary in well doing." 


Johannesburg. June 13.—The news of 


the release of the reform prisoners at 
Pretoria has caused the greatest satis- 
faction here. It was followed by heavy 
buying on 'change, and prices boomed.
